A certain Child of mine being Baptifed 
by a Presbyterian Minifter, Died within a few Days 
after, I gave Notice to the Minifter of the Parifh, 
that I intended to bring the Child to be Buried at a 
time prefixed, but my Chi'd not being Baprifed by a 
Minifter of the Church of England, he told me that 
in that Cafe the Church Service coud not be perform’ d, 
alledging to me that the Rubrick before Private Bap- 
tifm, orders that that Sacrament fhould b: perform'd 
by a Lawful Minifter, and that the very Words which 
the Minifter # required to put to th fe who fhall bring 
aChild to be admitted into the Congregation, by 
whom was thy Child Saptifed imply as much, that i 
Should be perform'd by a Minijier of the Church of 
England, none other at the time when that Rubrick 
was fram'd, being Tolerated in this Kinggom, I dee 
Sire you will be pleas a to favor me with ycur Opinion of 
the Senfe of zhe Church of England in chs Cafe, 
whether every Parochial Minifter be not Obliged to ad- 
mit of even Lay Baptifm, which as you fay, #3 Valid, 
and whetver any pretences of Sckifm in the Parent, 
which they of the Church way are apt to aledg, and 
thereby of -.ing Cut off from their Church, will war- 
rant @ Ciurch Minijiers refufal of the Charitable Of- 
fice of performing tie Burial Service. Gentlemen, 
your Opinion in this matter 3s very much defired as 
well by the Minifter as by my felf, and may prevent 
a great deal of Cont-ft for the furure, if not a Charge- 
able Suit at Law, both fides beirg wi'ling to be deter. 
mined by your Wife FJudgment. 1 am your moft

A, What we have faid impartially concerning 
tie Validity of Lay Baptifm adminiftred in the 
manner already mentiond, will not we hepe by 
Candid Judicious Readers be mifunderitoed fo, as 
it we encourag’d the Prefumpzion of any Unfacti- 
fied Hand, that {hall incrude itfelf to Execure that, 
jor whica the Laws of God and his Church have de. 


puted others, We have (agreably to rhe Doctrin 
and Prattice of the Church of England as deliverd 
by the Judicious Hooker ) only afferted, that the 
Sinfulnefs of their Prefumption who fo adminifter 
Bartifin does not prejudice the Perfons who by 
taking their Baptifm have no way offended, nog 
renders it void fo as there fhall be a Necedliry of 
repeating it. Te is true the Rubrick dees requ:re 
ic fhow’d be adminiftered by a Lawful Miunifter. 
Buc does not every one know, that many Things 
are firm and Valid when done, tho’ in Part done 
contrary to the pofitive ftnctnefs which Law re- 
quir’d ? Ic is jutt chat all Laws thou'd require Per- 
tection: And accordingly, that this Saciament 
may be adminiftred after the fuil ftrictnets of the 
Jaw, when ic is prerended that any Child has been 
Privately Baptiicd, ihe Minifter is Obiiged to De- 
mand of thole chat afcerwards bring it to the 
Church, by whom, in che Prefcnce of cm, with 
what matter, and with what Word: was the Child 
Baptifed? Bur to thew thar a Defect in anv one 
of thefe Particulars does not Invalidate Baptifm, 
there is this Rubrick fubjoined, If they wi ich bring 
the Infant to twe Chureo make fuch uncertain Anfwers 
to the Priefts Q» ftions, cs that it cannot appear che 
Child was Baptifed with Water, in the Name of thé 
Father, and of tie Son, and of the Holy Ghoft ( witeb 
are cffential Parts of Bepsifm) then let the Prieft 
Buptife it. Here the two former Circuinftances; 
viz. the Perion adminiftring, and the Perfons pre- 
fent when adminftred, aie omitted. Which ma- 
nifeftly imply's, that a Detect in either of thefe 
Ciscumftances does not make the Repetition of 
Baptifm neceffary, nor confequentiy makes it void. 
Provided therefore yourChild wanted not the Effen- 
tial Parts of Baptiym, we cannot fee how the Mi- 
nifter can refule giving it Chriftian Burial. Ic is 
certain his Opinion and PraGtice in this Point is fin- 
gular, for others make no Scruple of ir, . Ac the 
fame time we freely declare, that we do not here- 
by intend to give any Countenance co Schifmatics, 
orto look upon the Ac& of any that pretend to 
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Lap fecweiehout Lawful Ordiracion, to be (except 
© Cates ot Neccility ) les ‘han am ft Sinful and 
dangerous Pretumption, On the contrary we are 
maintaiting the Doctrin and Practice of our Efta- 
buhed Cnurch as well as'of the Cacholick Church 
in all preceeuing Ages. And ir feems to be a 
ftranve Kevolurion tf Opinion with which fome 
Menibers of the Chu cd of Englind have ot late 
been Poff ffed, in affercing that Baptifm Admini- 
ftred by UOnilent ng Teachers ts void ; when as the 
ho'ding the Validity ot Lay Bapti‘m was a Do- 
tryin with which the Puritans formesly upbraided 
he Church of Bxgland. But without regard to 
any Parties, we offer ftill farther co Vindicate the 
Twh of this Dotrin 2gainft any Objcctions thar 
fhali be offer'd to us

d. We have lately obferved that the Vulgar 
Latin Tranflation of the Bible (which alone the 
Church «f Rome Authorizes) abounds with Ablur- 
dines, one Inttance of which the Yrefent Queftion 
gives us ccaion to (fe. Ia the Story of Mef's 
D fcending from the M unt with the two Tables 
ot the Faw, tr iwsiad (Exod, 32. 34.) that the 
Chil reno Wesel few tae Face f Moles, ciart the Skin 
of Moles fhone. Thus our Tranflarars have ren 
dret that P.-ce igveable to the LXXII, who to 
expre(s this ftrange Appearance of Mofes Face ule 
the Word “+ duFac$n, that is, was glorified. And 
chis Interpresa ion is {ufficiencly juft:tied by the Au 
thority of St. Paul, who fays (2 Cor. 3. 7.) thae 
tre Chidrn of Mfrae! cou'd not fRedf.zitly bebold the 
Fice of Mofes for she Glory of bu Countenance, The 
Word indeed in the Hebrew is Amb‘guous and fig- 
nities as well Horned as Srined. Notwithftanding 
had the Authors of the Vulgar Latin Tranflation 
diigently obferved the Rule of Interpreting one 
Lege ot Scripture by another that was more clear, 
th y might nave dilcovered the Ambiguiry, and 
not have taken thac which was evidently rhe more 
aliurd and unlikely Sevfe, by rendring ir thus, 
Qus vivebant faciem cgredienty Mofis ¢/Je Cornutam., 
Aud tiis Expretiion was the cccafion of Painting 
Mofs with ciorns. Some indeed pretend there is 
no Irjury done ro Truth by this Reprefencarion of 
bim, becaufe a Horn is che Emblem of Power and 
Dignity. But why then 1s pot every Perion of 
Pewer and Dignity adorned with the fame? In 
fhore thisis buc a Pocr Excuile for a Practice wh:ch 
being groun?e? upon a common miftake does Ri- 
dicuioufly Vilify the Mittery of the Irradiation. 
Whereas it wou'd certainly be more Decent and 

Yrnamenial, as well as more agreable to Truth 
ro Paint him with 4 Dazling Lufter on his Face. 

Q. Gentiemen, He Pp asd to tell me if there be 
any reai Credit to be given to Moles; for fo fi veral 
of che Ancien’s | ave contended. If any, what does a 
Mole on the T PP? r- ip denote? 

A. Iris tru. chat the Ancient Sages did by long 
and diligent Oblervation find out a fort of Philofo- 

hical Divination from the Marks of the 
Redy and Lines of the Hand; but this was 
ftrerched by che Ignorant and Superfticious be- 
yond the Limirs of Sobriety. We make no doubt 
butthere may be Room for a Sober natural Divi- 
nation of this Kind. For as the Figures of rhe Face 
carry tome Rude Indications of thole Paffions or 
D){p fiions of the Mind which Men with Subtilry 
ecdeavor to Dijguile ; fo the Figures, Colors, and 
various Marks of the Body as alfo the Lines in rhe 
Hand may make fome general reports of the Tem- 
perament of the Body, and by Confequence in what 
likely-hood of Life the Perion ftands, The Lord 





Bacin propoles the Advancemer: f thts and leveraf 
other torts of Divination as Parts of ranional and 
ufeful Knowledge. Wharever this Semantich Phi- 
lofophy was in former times, it is Certainly now 
to be placed amongft the Defiderata in Learning, 
and we believe the abufe made of it by the Super- 
ftition and Ignorance of the Vulgar, may. be the 
chief Caufe of :t's being neglected by Learned Men, 
fo thac unlels we take our Notions from the rude 
Multitude of Aftrologers, ard Fortune-tellers, we 
muft de(pair of giving Satistaction ro our Querifts 
upon thele Heads, For admitting that they have 
by Tradition cr otherwife fome Noticns of the 
Doctrin. of Natural Prognoftics, yet in them they 
become as a Parable in che Mouth of a Fool, which 
lotes much cf it’s Honor by being impe: ‘ely pro. 
poled ot Imperunearly appiy’d. Foi they not une 
derftanding rhe rarional Connexion between Sign 
and Thing fignified, and wenurg the Maxims of 
Philotophy to mealure their Concepucns by, think 
the Lines in the Hand and the Moles and Ma:ks of 
the Body to be as proper Indications of the Foitune 
of a Perfon as of his Temper. 

Q. Genslemen, Wauecher nave Horfes and Pigee 
ons any Gall: ? 

A. It is comtnonly faid they have rene ; bur 
Dr. Brown in bis P{iudodoxia Epidemica has proved 
thisan ErrorinbothI fiaoces. Hefays, inthe D'ffe- 
ction of H> fos, and particular Enquiry into thar Part 
abour which the Gall is ufually feared in Quadru- 
pedes, he diicovered a hollow, long and Membra- 
nous Subftance of a Yellow Color withour, and 
lined with Choler and Gal! within ; and tho’ there 
be no long and Circular Follicle to contain this 
Humor, nr fo clofe fhut up as in other Animals, 
yet there is a Receptacle and Paffage of Choler 
from the Liver into the Gurs, As for Prgecns he 
faye, thar Anatomica! Fnquiry difcovers in them 
a Gall, and char acenrding co the Determination of 
Ariftorle cot annexed to the Liver, but adhering 
to the Gus. Sor is the Humor centained in 
{matter Veins and Obicure Capillauons, bur in a 
Veticle or tttle Bladder. The firft Ground of this 
Conceit was undcubrediy a I icteral underftanc:ng 
of a F gurarive Exprefiion. For when fome by a 
Meiooiny affirmed a Pigeon has no Gall, meaning 
only no Kvidence of Anger or Fury, of which 2 
abundance of Gall or Choler is the chief Cause, 
others conftrued it Anatomically, and Literally 
denied rhere was any fuch Part.

{age of the Ditch on the Right, took pefleaion of 

the Glacis and made a Lodgment upon it, butte 

Befeiged made divers Sallies and repul'ed our Men 

twice inthe Night, whereby they were obliged to 

quit the Glacis at break of Day: ‘Tnat the Prince 
of Naffau entered the Trenches this Morning, and 
immediately gave Orders for Atracking it again, 
which was Succelstilly affected before Noon by 
forme Volunners. The Advices from Biuffe!s, 

May rhe 24th. are thac ladt Night arrived there 

Five Battalions and Nine Squadrons of Fiorfe of 

the King of Pruifiia’s Troops, amounting to so0co 

Effective Men, and this Morning they Marched w 

Ninove co jointhe Army; thac this Night as many 

more of the tame Troops will arrive from Malincs 

and Lovain. "Tis advifed from the Hague, May 
the 27th, thar the Sieurs Buys and Vander Diffen 
are returved from Gertruydenberg, and have been 
in Conference with tae Minitters of the Emperor 
and the Queen of Great Britaian at the Houfe of 
Penfioner Heinfius, that afterwards thofe Minifters 
Conferr’d with the Depuues of the States General ; 


and that the French Minifters are to continue fume 
ume longer at Gertruydenberg, and wai they have 
fent another Courier to Verfa:!'es.
